Unofficial Marchers Decry 
KGB and Support Lithuania

MOSCOW — President Mikhisil 
5, Gorbachev and the Kremlin 
leadership were jeered Tuesday by 
throngs of protesters who were al- 
towed to march through Red 
Square at the end of the annuai 
May Day parade. 

The Soviel leaders watched in 
evident amazement from the top of 
Lenin's mausoleum as a shouung. 
fist-shaking column milled undez- 
neath, waving banners that con- 
demned the Communist Party 2nd 
the KGB and supported Lithus- 
nia’s declaration of independence. 

Chants of “Resiga!’ and 
“Shame!” were largely droaned 
out by the blare of parade music. 
bui foreign visitors who watched 
from the reviewing stand said they 
could clearly hear the hoots and 
whistles that rose up from the cob- 
blestoned square. Mr. Gorbachev 
led the others from the mausoleum 
after 25 minutes of protest. 

It was the first time the May Day 
demonstration, traditionally an or- 
chestrated show of worker solidari- 
ty. had been opened to unofficial 
Organizations, and several of the 
officials seemed startled at the ve- 
hemence of the display. 

Almost as striking as the unoifi- 
cial protest was the tone of the 
officral demonstration that opened 
the parade. Organized by Moscow 
Trude unions, it became ἃ show of 
blue-collar workers’ concern about 
the threats to their security tbat 
might come with a market econo- 
my. 

The banners and specches 
warmed ayainst unemployment. 
Private property and unregulated 
Prices, 2nd one placard called for 
the removal of Prime Minister Ni- 
kolai 1. Ryzhkov for failing τὸ lift 
the country out of its econom 
misery. 

The government wade unions, 
trying to halt a sharp decline in 
their credibility, have recently 
staked out a populist position. op- 
Posing economic changes that 


might disrupt the security of Soviet 
workers.

From Bonn to Moscow

WASHINGTON — Secretary of 
State James A. Baker 3d leaves for 
Europe on Wednesday for the first 
six-nation talks about the future of 
a united Germany, but analysts are 
already predicting that the discus- 
sions will quickly rurn inte a bar- 
gaining session between Bonn and 
Moscow, with Washington as the 
mediator. 

The so-called Two-plus-Four ne- 
gotiations, which were agreed upon 
to February at an East-West con- 
ference in Ottawa. call for West 
and East Germany to sit down with 
the four victorious World War Il 
Allies — the United States. Soviel 
Union. Britain and France — 10 
resolve all boundary und external 
security issues raised by Germsn 
reunification. 

Whatever the formal agenda. 
though, the talks, which open Sat- 
urday in Bonn, will in many ways 
be a “one-versus-one™ negotiation 
between West Germany and the 
Soviet Union, said Herbert 5.

Does German unification mean 
higher inflation? 


The West German Govermn- 
ment’s plan for a monetary 
union with East Germany has 
triggered fears, above all in 
other countries, about the D- 
mark's internal and external 
stability. As a result, German 
bond yields soared. even rising 
briefly to over 9%, Are such 
fears justified? 

Undoubtedly, it will be very 
difficult to merge the East 
German economy with West 
Germany's. For one thing, no 
historical precedent exists for 
the required switch from a 
command to a market econ- 
omy. For another, East Ger- 
mans’ standard of living, in 
terms of both the goods avail- 
able to them and the quality of 
the environment, is substan- 
tially lower than that of West 
Germans. 

Although public debate fo- 
cuses on monetary union. the 
fundamental probiem can only 
be solved in the real economy: 
how can the supply of goods in 
Eas1 Germany be improved in 
terms of both quality and quan- 
tity soas toavoid economicand 
political instability? 

Possible solutions 


Basically, there are three 
ways of doing this, and each 
would have differen economic 
consequences for Germany 
and Europe. The best way 
would be to increase output. 
But at present this is difficult in 
West Germany given its very 
high capacity utilization level 
and its shortage of skilled work-
